As an actress, Hanna Cheek 
is very much a product of 
her environment. 

Cheek was but a tyke 
when she was terrorized by 
costumed mutant vagrants 
on the set of her father’s di¬ 
rectorial debut, C.H.U.D. 
(Cannibalistic Humanoid 
Underground Dweller). 
Years later, after being 
equally traumatized by Hol¬ 
lywood’s vacuousness, she 
decided to get back to her 
acting roots and returned 
to her native New York — 
on Sept. 10, 2001. 

She brings the gravity of 
those experiences to The 
Pumpkin Pie Show’s Com¬ 
mencement, which re¬ 
counts a mass high-school 
shooting told from the per¬ 


spective of three different 
women — all played by 
Cheek. 

Sharply written, the 
women depicted in Com¬ 
mencement break from the 
stereotypes the mass media 
too often proffers up dur¬ 
ing such tragedies and each 
one’s story resonates 
thanks to Cheek’s gifted 
and powerful performance. 
Weighty, thought provok¬ 
ing and no frills, this is a 
can’t-miss show. 

Dealing with its own 
form of classroom-based 
truth and reconciliation, 
Bashir Lazhar’s storytelling 
may not be as clear cut but 
is also buoyed by a stellar 
performance, in this case 
the charismatic Michael 
Peng. 

The titular Lazhar is a 
substitute teacher sent in 
to pick up the pieces in a 
Grade 6 class after the stu¬ 
dents’ former teacher 
hanged herself in their 


home room during recess. 
The school administra¬ 
tion’s desire to simply 
move on forces Lazar to 
confront his own demons 
of loved ones lost as a 
refugee of the Algerian Civ¬ 
il War. 

With a complex narra¬ 
tive the play is grounded 
by Peng whose Lazhar is an 
eminently likable but trag¬ 
ic figure. Like Pumpkin 
Pie’s Commencement, 
Lazhar begs of how much 
we can afford to sweep un¬ 
der the rug, as individuals 
and as a society.

ETS choosing marketing over service changes?

Every four months ETS an¬ 
nounces its latest round of 
schedule changes, and 
every four months I comb 
through the schedules 
looking for that big, bold 
change that many riders 
have been waiting for. 

The end of April brought 
the inauguration of a new 
LRT extension, but it also 
introduced some incredi¬ 
bly annoying forced trans¬ 
fers for bus riders. The end 
of August, on the other 
hand, has ETS making 


quite the splash. 

In fact, I can’t even rec¬ 
ognize the schedules and 
maps. I’m still a little 
stunned, but that's just be¬ 
cause they're so very, very 
pink. Sadly, a colour 
change qualifies as a pret¬ 
ty dramatic change for 
ETS, and it sticks out even 
more against the lack of 
any real service changes. 

A tedious run through 
the frequency charts and 
schedules show that the 
trunk routes haven’t seen 
a boost to relieve crowded 
runs. The routes all seem 
to be the same as those an¬ 
nounced at the end of 
March. As far as I can tell, 
the only changes are that 
the 55 now has about a 
third more weekday trips 
and the seasonal student- 
oriented routes and trips 
are back. I say “as far as I 


can tell” because ETS has¬ 
n’t issued its usual summa¬ 
ry, which, I suspect, is be¬ 
cause all they could really 
announce is “we made the 
schedules pink.” 

Well, they could men¬ 
tion the larger font and 
clearer timetable, but the 
obnoxious pink really 
catches the eye. Being that 
pink isn’t an ETS colour, it 
seems an odd choice, but I 
have two theories. 

One possibility is that 
the jarring colours are a 
result of the “every day 
way” campaign having 
completely taken over 
ETS. Apparently silly slo¬ 
gans on the covers like 
“the eveiy day way to be 
early for the meeting” just 
aren’t enough (I suspect 
most would rather be on- 
time than early, but that’s 
another article). 


The other theory is that 
ETS has simply run out of 
cyan ink from printing 
blue and is moving on to 
magenta. In this case, get 
ready for yellow schedules 
in a few years. 

Either way, it seems that 
there’s more effort going 
into marketing than serv¬ 
ice changes right now. 
With a major, positive, re¬ 
vamp of routes still look¬ 
ing unlikely in the near fu¬ 
ture, these kinds of graph¬ 
ic design changes may be 
all we have to look for¬ 
ward to. 

In the meantime, please 
enjoy your new pink 
schedules.

Chavez says Obama losing it,

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma is “lost in the Androm¬ 
eda” galaxy on Latin Amer¬ 
ican policy, his chief critic 
in the region, Venezuelan 
leader Hugo Chavez, said 
yesterday, while warning 
of U.S. “imperial expan¬ 
sion.”

Zelaya on June 28 and the 
militaiy plane that flew 
Zelaya out of the countiy 
had used a U.S. base in 
Honduras. 

Venezuela is planning to 
beef up its army by buying 
tanks and other weapons 
from Russia, Chavez said, 
adding that his country 
needs to be prepared for 
an attack. 

Chavez claims the Unit¬ 
ed States wants to control 
Venezuela’s huge oil re¬ 
serves as well as the Ama¬ 


zon region. 

“This is just the start of 
an imperial military ex¬ 
pansion,” warned Chavez.

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Nature can create its own hybrids

ythology is 
rife with the 
fantastic 
monster, hy¬ 
brids be¬ 
tween fierce creatures that 
embody the most frighten¬ 
ing features of each parent. 
Think about the sphinx the 
centaur, the mermaid, and 
the pantheon of Egyptian 
gods. 

Our fascination with 
these hybrids did not end 
with the ancients, just pick 
up any Hany Potter book, 
or google “hybrids” and 
you will see the results of 
some bizarre breeding pro¬ 
grams. As interesting are 
the names “tigon and 
liger,” “pizzly bear,” “zon- 
key.” 

This weekend’s Toronto 


Star ran a story about a less 
startling, but ecologically 
more important hybrid, 
the coywolf. Coyotes, 
wolves and domesticated 
dogs can all interbreed 
freely, but generally do not 
given differences in social 
behaviour and opportunity. 
However, recent eastward 
expansion of the coyote’s 
range, and fewer “would- 
be” mates for the wolves 
due to shrinking popula¬ 
tions, may have tipped the 
balance, increasing the 
likelihood of wolves and 
coyotes interbreeding. 

The resulting offspring, 
coywolves, have some 
traits of wolves (large size 
and pack hunting) and 
some of coyotes (smaller 
home range, flexibility in 
habitat requirements, less 
waiy of humans). This com¬ 
bination is creating a con¬ 
flict in the rural-suburban 
areas to the east and north 
of Toronto, as these new 
hybrids are bold enough to 
hunt in packs during the 
daylight and can pose a 
threat to livestock. 

In most cases, when two 
different species inter-

breed, there is no offspring. 
When there is an offspring, 
it usually is at a disadvan¬ 
tage to both parental 
species. However, every 
now and then, the result is 
a hybrid that combines the 
advantage of both parental 
species, and may even dis¬ 
place both parental species, 
essentially becoming a new 
species in its own right. 
This may be what we are 
seeing with the coywolves, 
evolution in action. 

Far more common, and 
flying under the radar, are 


hybridizations that occur 
between plant species or 
invertebrate animals. Often 
these hybridizations are 
with invasive species, new 
to a habitat. In some cases, 
particularly plants, hy¬ 
bridization may contribute 
to the success and rapid 
spread of invasive species. 
Some of the plants, chok¬ 
ing our waterways and dis¬ 
placing native terrestrial 
species, appear to find their 
success in combining the 
traits of native and non-na¬ 
tive parent. 


While the coywolf is lo¬ 
cally important, and the an¬ 
imal charismatic (not all 
charisma is charming), it is 
these other hybrids that are 
most ecologically and eco¬ 
nomically important as 
they can alter whole land¬ 
scapes (or waterbodies). 

Often when we write arti¬ 
cles about environmental 
challenges, the subtext is 
that we as a species are di¬ 
rectly to blame. This one is 
a bit different. Humans do 
not dictate the behaviours 
and proclivities of plants 
and animals. We do not 
typically sic these hybrids 
on the environment. How¬ 
ever, we do introduce 
would-be mates by moving 
exotic species around the 
planet (accidentally or in¬ 
tentionally), by altering 
habitat and by reducing 
populations. 

We do not make the 
lonely wolf odd enough to 
mate with a coyote, but we 
may leave the odd wolf 
lonely.

Yang tames Tiger at PGA 

South Korean becomes first Asian-born male to win a major championship 


South Korean Yang Yong- 
eun became Asia’s first 
male major winner after 
overhauling Tiger Woods 
in stunning fashion to 
clinch the U.S. PGA 
Championship by three 
shots yesterday. 

Trailing world No. 1 and 
overwhelming favourite 
Woods by two strokes 
overnight, Yang, ranked 
110th in the world, kept 
his composure in difficult, 
swirling winds at Hazel- 
tine National to fire a two- 
under-par 70. 

He snatched the lead for 
the first time when he 
spectacularly chipped in 
from just off the green to 
eagle the driveable par- 
four 14th on the way to an 
eight-under total of 280. 

Although Yang collected 
his second bogey of the 
day by three-putting at the 
17th, he finished in birdie 
style, striking a superb ap¬ 
proach over a tree to 10 
feet at the par-four last and

USL for sale, MLS interested

n what amounts to a 
Major League Soccer 
fan’s wet dream, the 
lower-level United Soc¬ 
cer Leagues has been 
put up for sale and two 
league sources have con¬ 
firmed that MLS has in¬ 
quired into purchasing it. 

It’s long been debated, 
hypothesized and drooled 
over by those who follow 
the North American game: 
What would happen if MLS 
bought USL and created a 
promotion-relegation sys¬ 
tem similar to the one that 
exists in Europe? 

It’s a question that will 
have to wait, as I’ve been 
told a group of investors 
have the inside track on 
buying the USL — and that 
the deal will ‘be coming to 
a conclusion very soon.’ 

When contacted Friday, 
the USL front office offered 
little information. 

“We are a private busi¬ 


ness and as such it is not 
our intention to speak pub¬ 
licly to the media at this 
time,” said Tim Holt, execu¬ 
tive vice president and COO 
of the USL. 

Holt would not comment 
on the financial state of the 
league, but did confirm 
that the league is still ac¬ 
tively seeking expansion 
markets and that Ottawa is 
on a list of 15 potential 
cities. 

“In the short term we are 
okay with being a second 
tier in North America. But 
the league needs to start 
asking the question: What 
are we aspiring to be? A 
very strong, stable second 
division? Or are we interest¬ 
ed in chasing first divi¬ 
sion?” 

Chris Economides, senior 
director of USL-1, answered 
one of those questions last 
week when he told a Cleve¬ 
land newspaper that only 
three to six of the league’s 
11 teams are profitable. 
Economides also let it slip 
on Radio-Canada that Nike, 
the majority owner of USL, 
had put the team up for 
sale back in July. 

Over the weekend, Van¬ 
couver Whitecaps presi¬ 
dent Bob Lenarduzzi con¬ 


firmed to me that several 
groups had expressed inter¬ 
est in the USL, but was cau¬ 
tious not to say much 
more, as the deal was 
reaching a critical point in 
negotiations. 

“The USL owners have 
been in the loop the whole 
way since Nike put the 
league up for sale. There 
are a couple groups that are 
interested,” he said. 

Two USL sources, speak¬ 
ing on the condition of 
anonymity, confirmed 
MLS’s interest, but both said 
that it was looking less like¬ 
ly now, as MLS was not in¬ 
terested in the type of num¬ 
bers Nike had asked for. 

Their feeling was unless 
something dramatic hap¬ 
pens, the third group, com¬ 
prised of private investors, 
will be announced in the 
week ahead as the new 
owners of the USL. 

It’s a move that will keep 
MLS — with its stranglehold 
on the North American 
market — honest, but one 
that effectively kills any 
dreams of promotion-rele¬ 
gation in the near future.

Although Cruiclcshanlc, 
now 35, grew up in land¬ 
locked Edmonton, she 
spent most of her time in 
the water and became a 
lifeguard and a competi¬ 
tive synchronized swim¬ 
mer as a teen. 

Then she met a marine 
biologist and he talked 
her out of a career that 
took years of expensive 
education. 

“So I thought I’d be a 
scuba instructor. That 
sounds like a good way to 
stay in the water,” says 
Cruiclcshanlc. 

At 20, she moved to Van¬ 
couver and started teach¬ 
ing scuba. She ended up 
teaching instructors and 
managing a dive shop. 

Then she met her future 
husband, Kirk Kraclc, in 
2000, and he introduced 
her to free diving. Eight¬ 
een months later she 
broke her first world 
record in the sport. 

Free diving basically in¬ 
volves going down into 
the water as far as you can 
while holding your 
breath. No tanks, just fins 
and a mask. 

There are nine different 
competitive disciplines in 
the sport — they measure 
either time underwater or

distance travelled in ei¬ 
ther a pool or in the ocean 
— and Cruickshank holds 
world records in seven of 
them. 

Kraclc was already run¬ 
ning Performance Freediv- 
ing when they met. In 
2006, the company started 
getting busy enough for 
Cruickshank to quit her 
job and help full-time. 

The couple runs four- 
day courses in free diving 
to groups all around the 
world. Sometimes it’s just 
recreational divers, but 
they’ve also trained pho¬ 
tographers and celebrities 
such as Tiger Woods and 
so-called endurance artist 
David Blaine. 


Teaching days are long 
and physically exhausting. 
By the end of a course, 
participants can hold 
their breath for as long as 
five minutes underwater, 
dive as deep as 132 feet 
and practise good water 
safety. You can black out 
while doing these dives 
and without a buddy in 
the water you can die. 

For the record, she can 
hold her breath for 6 min¬ 
utes and 25 seconds. 

Even when she’s travel¬ 
ling, Cruickshank is con¬ 
stantly on her laptop and 
BlaclcBerry, taking care of 
the business side of the 
company. “When you’re 
running your own compa¬ 


ny, you sometimes don’t 
get days off,” she says. 

Recently, Performance 
Freediving opened an of¬ 
fice in Vancouver, so staff 
are now helping out with 
some of the administra¬ 
tive work. 

The couple spends every 
May in the Cayman Is¬ 
lands, training and com¬ 
peting in free diving. 
That’s where Cruickshank 
has broken her world 
records. 

They also get hired by 
documentary film crews 
to help with ocean shoots. 

“The best decision I ever 
made was giving up a desk 
job to do something I 
love.”

You’d be forgiven for 
assuming that the reason 
behind a late summer 
Modest Mouse tour is the 
band’s new record. But 
when asked if the North 
American tour was 
planned around the 
release date of the EP, No 
One’s First, And You’re 
Next, frontman Isaac Brock 
laughs and says, “No, but 
good timing, huh?” 

Featuring three recent 7- 
inch singles and a pair of B- 
sides, the indie rock alum¬ 
ni’s latest release is not a 
load of filler, but a compi¬ 
lation for the non-collec¬ 
tors. “The idea of the EP 
was that not eveiybody 
owns a record player and 
was going to buy the sin¬ 
gles that were released,” 
Brock explains. “This is 
just a way to put these out 
so people who don’t buy 7- 
inch records can get them 
all together. It’s music, you 


don’t have to be a format- 
specific person to enjoy it.” 

So far, the song receiving 
most attention is King Rat. 
An unlikely single, the 
song has become the EP’s 
focal point mostly because 
of its video — which was 
directed by the late actor 
Heath Ledger. A stunningly 
goiy animated short film 
that turns the tables on the 
whaling industry, Brock 
says he only played a small 
role in its creation. “We 
kept discussing the idea 
and refining it, but (Heath) 
chose the animator. It was 
his baby. I just kept an eye 
on it.” 

The EP will be the only 
new material the band will 
be performing on tour. As 
far as a sixth album goes, 
Brock says, “No, there isn’t 
anything. There are a 
whole bunch of stems for 
songs. I’m gonna do this 
tour then come home, sit 
down and we’re gonna re¬ 
ally work on that.” 

Just months ago Modest 
Mouse wrapped up a two- 


year trek supporting 
2007’s We Were Dead Be¬ 
fore the Ship Even Sank. 
Brock says the point of this 
new tour is simply to keep 
the well-oiled machine 
moving. “We like doing 
tours, but if we don’t do it 
for too long we get lcinda 
rusty.” 


The band made Canadi¬ 
ans proud by kicking off 
their month-long tour in 
Halifax followed by Mon¬ 


treal, Kingston and two 
Toronto shows. “To be hon¬ 
est, I’m not sitting down 
with a map and circling 


s—, it’s not anything like 
that,” Brock says in a wiy 
tone. “It’s like, ‘Let’s do 
this chunk of land and 
start in Halifax.’ We start 
in Nova Scotia because I’ve 
never been and always 
wanted to go. And the rest 
just seemed like nice 
towns on the way.” 


Legend keeps politics out of performances

John Legend might be in 
the midst of a North 
American tour, but 
playing music isn’t the on¬ 
ly thing on his mind right 
now. “People are saying 
some dastardly things 
about Barack Obama,” 
says the smooth-singing 
pianist on the phone from 
his New York home. “It’s 
scary to hear some of the 
rhetoric.” 

It was just a few months 
ago that Legend was per¬ 
forming at Obama’s pre-in¬ 
auguration festivities in 
Washington, where he told 
a reporter that “it was 
great to see millions of peo¬ 
ple in unity, hopeful and 
optimistic about the fu¬ 
ture.” Today, though, he’s 
worried. 

“It feels like there’s an 
extremist element in 
America that’s been awak¬ 
ened,” he says. “Part of it is 
the economy, part of it is a 
black president and some 


in the States are concerned 
that the America they 
knew is slipping away from 
them. 

“It sounds like they’re 
truly afraid of him,” he 
adds. “But his actual poli¬ 
cies don’t line up with 
what they think he is up 
to.” 

Talking politics is noth¬ 
ing new for the Grammy 
award winner. He was a big 
Obama supporter during 
the 2008 presidential cam¬ 
paign, even opening last 
year’s Democratic National 
Convention. 

But, despite his activism 
and support for the current 
U.S. administration, he 
won’t be delivering any po¬ 
litically themed messages 
during his show at Casino 
Rama in Orillia tomorrow. 

“I don’t do a lot of 
preaching from the stage,” 
he reveals, adding he does 
use his Twitter account to 
keep fans abreast of impor¬ 
tant issues. 

“I like to keep things uni¬ 
versal and focus on the mu¬ 


sic. People come to get 
away from problems at a 
show so I don’t want to be 
too heavy.” 

What fans will likely 
hear at the gig is tunes off 
Evolver, Legend’s most re¬ 
cent album. The disc is a 
departure from the artist’s 
soft neo-soul sounds — it’s 
more upbeat with electron- 
ica flourishes, heavy synth 
and even some reggae 
vibes. 

This different musical 
path partly came from a de¬ 
sire to try something new, 
but Legend also wanted to 
make his live show more 
engaging. 

“Part of the reason I 
started going in this direc¬ 
tion was because I wanted 
to add some variety to my 
show,” he says. 

“I wanted to add an ur¬ 
gency to it, so the music is 
perfect for the live experi¬ 
ence, because it adds a lot 
of depth and energy.” 

However, don’t expect a 
raucous rock show — Leg¬ 
end says the performance

John Legend 

is still as intimate as ever. 
Especially in big arenas, 
like Madison Square Gar¬ 
den, which he performed 
at for the first time on Aug.

“It’s a lot of fun doing 
the big venues because the 
intensity of the crowd is so 
powerful,” he explains. 

“But we figured out a 
way musically — the way I 
connect with the audience 
— to make it feel intimate. 
We just break it down and 
keep it simple.”

Bollywood star detainment outrages fans 


mumbai Indian Bollywood 
star Shah Rulch Khan said 
he felt angry and humiliat¬ 
ed after he was detained 
and questioned at a U.S. air¬ 
port, sparking an uproar in 
India among his fans. 

Khan, 43, one of India’s 
best known actors, was en- 
route to Chicago for a pa¬ 
rade to mark the Indian in¬ 
dependence 
day on Satur¬ 
day when he 
was pulled 
aside at 

Newark air¬ 
port on Friday, 
he said. 

“I was really 
hassled per¬ 
haps because 
of my name 
being Khan. 

These guys 
just wouldn’t 
let me 

through,” he 
said in a text 
message to reporters in In¬ 
dia. 

After a couple of hours’ 
interrogation, he was al¬ 
lowed to make a call, he 
said, and he got in touch 
with the Indian consulate 
who vouched for him and 
secured his release. 

“Absolutely uncalled for, I 
think. I felt angry and hu¬ 


miliated,” said Khan, who 
had just finished a month¬ 
long shoot in the United 
States for his upcoming 
film My Name is Khan, 
which is about a Muslim 
man’s experience with 
racial profiling. 

A U.S. consul official in 
India told a television chan¬ 
nel they were inquiring in¬ 
to the mat¬ 
ter. 

As news of 
Khan’s de¬ 
tention 
broke on In¬ 
dian televi¬ 
sion chan¬ 
nels, which 
have played 
up attacks in 
Australia on 
Indian stu¬ 
dents, fans 
and actors 
began post¬ 
ing angry 
comments 
on the Internet. 

“Shocking, disturbing n 
downright disgraceful. It’s 
such behaviour that fuels 
hatred and racism. SRK’s a 
world figure for God’s sake. 
Get real!!”, tweeted actor 
Priyanlca Chopra. 

Indian Information Min¬ 
ister Ambilca Soni told a tel¬ 
evision station that while 


India activists burn a U.S. 
national flag while holding a 
portrait of Bollywood actor 
Shah Rukh Khan, who was de¬ 
tained and questioned at a U.S. 
airport this past weekend. 

she could not say if Khan 
had been detained “on reli¬ 
gious grounds, there have 
been too many instances 
like these in the U.S. con¬ 
cerning Indians.”
